War Stamps Expected Soon. 
It ia expected that a supply of the .new 


war savings stamps, designed to tap sourc- 
es of revenue for the Government not 
otherwise available, will be received here 
this week, as they will bear interest from 
December 1. 
Preliminary instructions 


for tbe sale of the stickers, similar to the 
ones that proved so successful in Great 
Britain, have been received by Postmast- 
er Warner. Director of the War Savings 
Fund desires that everyone buy at least 
$20 worth of tbe stamps. These are tbe 
rules governing tbe issuing of certificates 
and stamps. A person having $4.12 to 
invest can during December and January, 
by a war saving? stamps which upon ma- 
turity, in 1923, will bring $5 to tbe hold- 
er. Each month after January and until 
1923 1 cent will be added to the purchase 
price to equalize the matter of the inter- 
est. 
With the savings stamp, which is 


about four times the size of a postage 
stamp, the person will receive a war certi- 
ficate, upon which 20 such stamps can be 
pasted. A person buying 20 wa- stamps 
either next month or during January would 
pay $82 40. Upon maturity in 1923 those 
stamps would bring $100, or an addition 
of $17.60, representing 4 per cent, interest 
compounded quarterly. Provisions have 
been made through tha Postofh'ce for pay- 
ments by installments. Purchasers can 
buy thrift stamps for 25 cents, and re- 
deem 16 of them at the Postoffice for a 
savings stamp. In Jike manner a cent will 
be exacted for each month after January 
before the thrift stamps are redeemed.

forces have consolidated their gains 
and are prepared for another plunge 
toward Cambrai. General Sir Julian 
Byng'a men are Just west of Fontaine 
Notre Dame, less than three miles 
west of Cambrai, and have nearly 
completed the occupation of Burlon 
wood, north of Fontaine and which 
dominates the entire region.

Confederate general of the same name 
and a grand nephew of Robert B. Lee; 
the Sheridan was Philip H. Sheridan, 
son of the famous Union cavalry 
leader. 


When he was In office as president. 


Colonel 
Roosevelt 
visited Georgia, 


which was his mother's birthplace, 
there he met the widow of Stonewall 
Jackson, and he told her that It was 
his intention to cppoint her grandson, 
Thomas Jackson Christian, to the Mili- 
tary Academy. 
He did appoint the 


young man, and Joday the appointee Is 
on oflicer in the American army. 


Gen. Simon Bolivar Buckncr, who

Now Famous War Tank Said 


To Have Had a Forerunner 


In the Nineteenth Century. 


Jules Verne in "Twenty Thousand 


Leagues Under the Sea" gave an Ink- 
ling of the present-day activities of 
the submarine boats. H. G. Wells pre- 
dicted the work of air raiders, and 
now a historical delver conies forward 
with the statement that the tank had a 
forerunner In the sixteenth century. 
John Napier, laird of Murchlson, the 
mathematician, who invented loga- 
rithms, devised a war engine some- 
thing after the style of the tank. 


Napier confided to Bacon's elder 


brother certain "secret inventions" 
for the purpose of confounding "ene- 
mies of God's truth." They included 
burning mirrors and a chariot of metal 
double musket proof, the motion of 
which was controlled by those within 
and from which shot was discharged 
through small holes, "the enemy be- 
ing abased and uncertain what de- 
fense to make against a moving mouth 
of metal." 


This description sounds much like 


the early type of tank and the "con- 
forming" of tbe enemy, as predicted 
by Napier, was to have been accom- 
plished by the tanks of the British 
when they first appeared among the 
Germans. Ndpier's engine never went 
Into action, for the Scottish Inventor 
directed that his weird Instrument of 
war be kept secret unless necessity 
compelled its use. 
Napier, who was 


born in 1550, died in 1617. 


"To Take French Leave" Is 


Phrase of Uncertain Origin. 


The origin of the phrase "to take 


French leave" has been the signal for 
many a philological contest, but the 
outcome of them, for the most part, 
has been to Increase Interest in the 
question. It has been plausibly sug- 
gested that the custom of disappearing 
unobtrusively from a crowded recep- 
tion, Instead of elbowing one's way 
through a throng of people, to reach 
the hostess, is a custom which was the 
natural outgrowth of courteous consid- 
eration for everyone involved, was bor- 
rowed by the English from the French. 


Again, It has been suggested that the 


French, in the phrase "French leave," 
has no connection with the French pec; 
pie, except to the extent of what is 
Implied In the etymology of the word 
"frank," meaning free, and that the 
expression may mean simply a per- 
mission not granted but assumed. But 
the question is further muddled by the 
fact that the French have a phrase 
"prendre conge a la manjere Anglalse," 
or "se retirer a i'Anglaise," with pre- 
cisely the same significance, with the 
hit at the English. In Germany the 
phrase is identical with the English. 
From Hilpert's German dictionary It 
would appear that it Is more than 100 
years old, while the custom which It 
celebrates, withdrawing without final 
leave taking, was an established prac- 
tice in Germany 300 years ago.

he held for tho 15 cadetships. As com­ 
petitors he names the sons of army ofli­ 
cers. 
Kvcry year there are from 100 
to 200 sons of the service ready to 
take tho examination. 
The rivalry is sharp, and it is known 
tliat virtually every young man who 
applies does such creditable work on 
his examination that if thp trial were 
non-competitive each one of them 
would get a high enougli mark to qual­ 
ify hin> for admission to the academy. 
As it is, however, only 15 can enter, 
and the examiners see to it that tho 
15 who pass highest get the coveted 
positions. 
The president also has the right to 
appoint each year a ccrtain number of 
boj-s to the Naval academy at An­ 
napolis. What is true of the land serv­ 
ice is true also of the sea service, for 
the sons of olllccrs who have sailed 
the sens for many years are ready and 
anxious to follow in the footsteps of 
the fathers who trod tho quarter deck. 


Now Famous War Tank Said 
To Have Had a Forerunner 
In the Nineteenth Century. 


Julos A^erne In ‘‘Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea” gave an Ink­ 
ling of the present-day activities of 
the submarine boats. II. G. Wells pre­ 
dicted the work of air raiders, and 
now a historical delver comes forward 
witli the statement that the tank had a 
forenmner In the sixteenth century. 
John Napier, laird of Murchison, the 
mathematician 
who 
invented 
loga­ 
rithms, devised a war engine some­ 
thing after the stylo of the tank. 
Napier confided to Bacon’s elder 
brother certain “secret inventions*’ 
I'or the purpose of confounding “ene­ 
mies of God’s truth.” 
They included 
burning mirrors and a chariot of metal 
double musket proof, the motion of 
which was controlled by those within 
imd from which shot was discharged 
through small holes, “the enemy be­ 
ing abased and uncertain what de­ 
fense to make against a moving mouth 
of metul.” 
Tills description sounds much like 
the early type of tank and the “con­ 
forming” of the enemy, as predicted 
by Napier, was to have been accom­ 
plished by the tanks of the British 
when they first appeared among tho 
Germans. Napier’s engine never went 
into action, for the Scottish Inventor 
directed that his weird instrument of 
war be kept secret unless necessity 
compelled its use. 
Napier, who was 
born in 1550. died in 1617.

“To Take French Leave” Is 
Phrase of Uncertain Origin. 


The origin of the phrase “to take 
French leave” has been the signal for 
many a philological contest, but the 
outcome of them, for tlie most part, 
has been to increase interest in the 
question. 
It has been plausibly sug­ 
gested that the custom of disappearing 
unobtrusively from a crowded recep­ 
tion, instead of elbowing one’s way 
through a throng of people, to reach 
the hostess, is a custom which was the 
natural outgrowth of courteous consid­ 
eration for everyone involved, was bor* 
rowed by the English from tho French. 
Again, it has been suggested that the 
French, in the phrase “French leave/’ 
has no connection with the French peo­ 
ple, except to the extent of what Is 
implied in the etymology of the word 
“frank,** meaning free, and that the 
expression maj' mean simply a per­ 
mission not granted but assumed. But 
the question is further muddled by the 
fact that the French have a phrase 
“prendre conge a la maulero Anglaise/’ 
or “so retirer a I’Anglalse.“ with pre­ 
cisely the same significance, with tho 
hit at the English. 
In Germany the 
phrase is identical with the Knglish. 
From Hilpert’s German dictionary It 
would appear that It is more than 100 
years old. while the custom which It 
celebrates, withdrawing without final 
leave taking, was an established prac* 
tice in Germany 300 years ago.

The 
evidence in the case tells that two girls 
from Gettysburg were taken to Charlotte 
by Marsh and Collins, but the newspaper 
account fails to show that the men were 
guilty of any real offense, as they were 
paid for the trip and apparently had noth- 
ing to .do with the girls after they arrived 
in ihe southern city. It would seem that 
the authorities will have some diffi- 
culty in substantiating the charge which 
has been preferred gainst the men. The 
newspaper account tells of the arresting 
of the two girls on a charge of vagrancy 
and says that they were held as witnesses 
against the men in default of $500 bail 
The two men admitted that they took the 
girls to Charlotte, but were paid by the 
girls for the trip. On reaching Charlotte 
the girle, whose names are not mentioned, 
took up with two soldiers stationed at 
that place.

Proclamations of 


Revolutionary Days 


T 


HE lastThanksgiving proclama- 
tion of the revolution was re- 
ported to congress October 18, 
1783. by Dunne, Samuel Hunt- 


Ington and Holten. It was written by 
Mr. Duane and given to the people on 
the second Thursday In December. It 
expresses thanks for the discharge of 
troops in the following words: 


"Whereas, it has pleased the Su- 


preme Ruler of all human events to 
dispose the hearts of the late bellig- 
erent powers to put a period to the 
effusion of human blood, by proclaim- 
ing a cessation of all hostilities by 
sea and land, and these United States 
nre not only happily rescued from the 
dangers and calamities to which they 
have been so long exposed, but their 
freedom, 
sovereignty 
and 
indepen- 


dence are ultimately acknowledged; 
and, whereas, in the process of a con- 
test on which the most essential rights 
of human nature depended the inter- 
position of divine providence in our 
favor hath been most abundantly and 
most graciously manifested, and (he 
citizens of these United States have 
every reason for praise nnd gratitude 
to the God of their salvation; . . . the 
United States in congress assembled 
do recommend it to the several states 
to set apart the second Thursday in 
December next as a day of public 
thanksgiving." 


The first national Thanksgiving to 


be promulgated after the adoption of 
the Constitution of the United States 
was written by Washington and issued 
on October 3, 1789. 
This was a gen- 


eral recommendation of thanksgiving 
for the establishment of the Constitu- 
tion. The whereabouts of the original 
of this instrument is Qnknown. The 
c-arliest Thanksgiving proclamation of 
Washington as president In the pos- 
session of the department of state is 
one dated January 1, 1795, and was 
issued in view of the suppression of 
the rebellion in western Pennsylvania, 
which for a time threatened the safety 
of the union. 


This document was written by Alex- 


ander Hamilton, secretary of the treas- 
ury, and bears amendments by Ed- 
mund Itundolph, secretary of state. 
The original copy is yellow and the 
ink is faded, but it is yet legible. 
It 


is the engrossed copy which bears the 
great seal of the United States and the 
signatures of Washington and Ran- 
dolph. 
The proclamation is as fol- 


lows: 


"When we review the calamities 


which afflict so many other nations, 
the present condition of the United 
States affords much of consolation and 
satisfaction. 
Our exemption hitherto 


from foreign war, an increasing pros- 
pect of the continuance of that exemp- 
tion, the great degree of internal tran- 
quility we have enjoyed, the recent 
confirmation of that tranquility by the 
suppression of an insurrection which 
so wantonly threatened It, the happy

their sincere thanks to the great ruler 
of nations for the manifold and signal 
mercies which distinguish our lot as 
a nation, particularly for the posses- 
sion of constitutions of government 
which unite and by their union estab- 
lish liberty with order, for the preser- 
vation of our peace, foreign and do- 
mestic; for the seasonable control 
which has been given to the spirit of 
disorder in the suppression of the late 
insurrection."

Poultry and EM Shippers to Co* 


operate With the Food 


Administration. 


HOPE TO SAVE $50, 


Shippers Who Purchase Eggs to Pay 


Only for Those Pit for Human

Ing of Eggs Is Advocated. 


Washington. — New methods nnd 


equipment to save the $50,000,000 
worth of eggs wasted every year In 
this ,country and make the poultry in- 
dustry an effective ally in the cause of 
food conservation were, discussed re- 
'ently at a conference of representa- 
tive poultry and egg shippers with the 
food administration. 


The conference was addressed by 


the food administrator, G. II. Powell, 
and E. Hearty of his staff, and Dr. 
Mary Pennington of the United States 
food research laboratory, Philadelphia 
and W. F. Priebe of the food adminis- 
tration presided. 
' The waste in eggs in 1914, according 
to the department of agriculture year- 
book, cost the country ,$50,000,000. 
This year it will be fully as large; for 
although the sopply has gone down, 
prices 
have 
increased 
materially. 


Wasteful methods in handling poultry 
tvere also exceedingly expensive. The 
food administration made practical 
suggestions to remedy conditions, all 
of which received the approval of the 
conference. 


Pay Only for Good Ones. 


It was recommended that shippers 


who purchase eggs' pay for only those 
fit for h^txan consumption. The "cus- 
tom has been to buy eggs by the case, 
without 
candling before 
purchase. 


Candling later was almost always sure 
to show that a large percentage of 
the eggs were"bad. To get his money 
back, the shipper then' had to throw 
siway the bad eggs and raise his price, 
which was felt all along the line to the 
consumer. 


Chilling of eggs to 00 degrees Fahr- 


enheit, or below. a» soon after pur- 
chase as pousible, was advocated. 
Most eggs are fertile, and the life- 
germ will deteriorate 
fast 
If not 


chilled. 
Even in infertile eggs the 


bacterial growth develops very soon. 
Wholesalers were urged to equip their 
plants with the latest cooling machin- 
ery. 


All 
second-grade 
eggs, 
heated, 


shrunken or cracked, should be mar- 
keted as often and as near the source 
as possible. These are usually dessl* 
cated or frozen, nnd are used by con- 
fectioners and bakers. 


Before shipping, all eggs should be 


carefully rehandled and those badly 
"checked"—that 
is, 
with 
shells 


cracked—should be removed. Packing 
in standard cases Is recommended, to 
prevent breakage. 
Eggs should be 


gathered by farmers daily and market- 
ed at least twice a week. 


Cause of Many Scandals. 


The practice of selling poultry with 


feed, sand or gravel in their crops, 
which is paid for by weight with the 
bird, Is discouraged. 'This crafty de- 
vice has caused many scandals in the 
Industry, and several municipal inves- 
tigations, notably one in New York. 
Dressed poultry should be sold with 
the crop entirely empty. 
All birds 


should be kept in sanitary coops and 
yards, and as soon as dressed should 
be chilled to. 40 degrees, or lower, to 
prevent bacterial growth. 


The conference passed resolutions of 


support for the whole food administra- 
tion program, including federal licence 
for dealers.

Washington.—Pro-German propagan- 


da, which has long busied 
itself 


ftgainst the government of the United 
States, has at last attacked the Red 
Cross so nearly in the open that Gen- 
eral Manager Harvey D. Gibson has 
sent a telegram to all division mana- 
gers in the United States to report to 
him the source of every attack. 


"Rumors and Innuendoes critical of 


and calculated to embarrass the Red 
Cross are being Industriously circulat- 
ed ns part of an unpatriotic propa- 
ganda," wired Mr. Gibson. "Many sto- 
ries, utterly unwarranted in fact, ema- 
nate simultaneously from too many 
fmrts of the country to be merely ac- 
cidental." 


Mr. Gibson intimates that the source 


3f the propaganda will be found. He 
says: 


"Every criticism or innuendo against 


the Red Cross should be immediately 
challenged and followed up." 


The stories are of many kinds. One 


is that the Red Cross sells and keeps 
Ihe money for sweaters and other ar- 
ticles given for the soldiers. Another 
Is that nearly all money contributed 
goes for expenses and salaries." 


Of course the stories are maliciously 


untrue. As Mr. Gibson says: 


"The Red Cress is run as an open 


book. It has no secrets. It Is making 
a sincere effort to serve mankind, and 
is doing it as carefully and econom- 
ically as it knows how. The utmost ef- 
fort Is being made to give publicity, 
to all its activities."

College Students Who Drove Am- 


bulances Won Honors Before 


Enlisted Men Came. 


BATTERED VETERANS RETURN 


One 
Volunteer 
Describes 
Havoc 


Wrought by Shell Dropped Among 


Stretcher Bearers.—Two Hit 


While Helping Wounded. 


New York.—Some of the American 


college boys who went over to France 
last May as ambulance drivers for the 
excitement of the work behind the fir- 
ing lines are returning home' because 
the ambulance work has been taken 
over by the United "States army and 
will be done by regular enlisted men. 
The following Is an extract from a let- 
ter written by a Williams boy two 
weeks ago, who went over with his col- 
lege unit to drive an ambulance at the 
front: 


The last six weeks we have been 


serving In the Verdun sector with our 
base at Blercourt, which is eight miles 
from the town of Verdun. There are 
two front posts for the ambulances— 
Mort Horame hill and Hill 804, which 
have figured In the news of the new 
battle of Verdun. For two weeks the 
French were preparing for the attack, 
and the roads were only passable at 
night. The communication trenches 
were awful to get through, and were 
made worse by the heavy rains. One 
night last week two of the boys got 
lost in the darkness and could not find 
their way with their ambulance to the 
post. Finally they flighted two dark 
objects, which resembled French sol- 
diers walking along with their biff 
overcoats on. 
After Jabbering their 


peculiar brand of French for 15 min- 
utes without receiving any reply the 
lost ambulance drivers discovered that 
the dark moving objects were two 
American army mules, 
unable to 


speak or understand a word of French. 


Hit While Helping Wounded. 


"Two of oar chaps were badly 


wounded at one of the first-aid stations 
while helping to load wounded men 
into the ambulance. One was blown 
right through the door of the shelter 
hut and was discovered lying uncon- 
scious beside three dead French sol-' 
dlers. The boys who got them oat had 
to go through a gas attack and a bar- 
rage fire. Two of them—each 


lance has two drivers—had no time to 
get masks and were Very sick after 
it was over, but they were going so 
fast that there were no fatal results 
from the gas. 


"'Mac,' one of our fraternity, has 


been wounded in eight places. 
He 


lost his right leg and two fingers, while 
his companion, 'Vet,' will have a stiff 
leg all his life from the effects of his 
wounds. They have both got the War 
Cross and military medals. 


"The worst experience of all hap- 


pened to two of our college boys—Jim 
Alexander and Taffy Young. While 
they were driving along a road lined 
with batteries, which the Germans 
were trying to locate, with a wounded 
man lying in the ambulance, a shell 
burst right beside them. 


"Just before that the wounded man 


sat up and asked for a cigarette, and 
the shrapnel passed through the car 
where his head had been resting a few 
seconds before and struck the stretch- 
er bearer, who was looking out to see 
where we were. He died that after- 
noon. Hod Jim not ducked he would 
have lost a leg, and if Taffy had 
ducked he would have been badly 
wounded. The ambulance was shot to 
pieces by the shell, and they had to 
hold up the dying man for three hours 
until assistance came. During the at- 
tack we had about twenty-four hours 
sleep out of. 184 hours, which was a 
fair average for all the ambulance 
drivers In our sector. During the Ger- 
man air raids one shell burst within 
twenty-five feet of our camp at Bier- 
court at midnight. The roads are near- 
ly impassable now for automobiles. We 
have been treated very nicely by the 
French colonel In command of the 
branch depot, who feasted our unit 
with champagne, cakes and cigars, and 
has given us seats for all the shows 
gotten up by the French soldiers. 


Volunteer Spirit Gone. 


"Several colonels and majors of the 


American Red Cross have visited as to 
see what we ate going to do now. 
They all admitted that we could do 
more for oar country by-enlisting in 
the regular army In Paris. This Is, 
for all the able-bodied men In the air 
balance service. We were asked t 
enlist, If we preferred, In the ambu- 
lance service for the duration of the 
war, 
but It would not be the same. 


Most of the boys declined, and we are 
going to Paris to join op, Including my. 
self. The old volunteer spirit In the 
ambulance corps has (one forever-** 
now for the .United States artillery or 
air service IB search of adventure."

Two Thanksgiving 
Proclamations of 
Revolutionary Days 
T 


U F j InstThnnksiiivinir proclama­ 
tion of the revolution was re­ 
ported to oonsross October 18, 
3783, by Duane, Samuel Hunt­ 
ington and Holten. It was written by 
Mr. Duane and given to the people on 
the second Thursday in December. It 
expresses thanks for the discharge of ; 
troops in the following words: 
'"Whereas, it has pleased the Su­ 
preme lluler of all Iiuman events to 
dispose tho hearts of the late bellig­ 
erent powers to put a period to the 
effusion of human blood, by proclaiiu- 
Ing a cessation of all hostilities by i 
sen and land, and these United States \ 
are not only happily rescued from the 
dangers and calamities to which they 
have been so long exposed, but thoir 
freedom, 
sovereignty 
and 
indepen­ 
dence are ultimately acknowledged; 
and, whereas, in tho process of a con­ 
test on which the most essential rights 
of liuman nature depended the inter­ 
position of divine providence In our 
favor hath been most abundantl.'f^ and 
most graciously manifested, and the 
citizens of these United States have 
every reason for praise and gratitude 
to the God of their salvation; , . . the 
United States in congress assembled 
do recommend it to the several states 
to set apart the second Thursday in 
December next as a day of public 
thanksgiving.’* 
The first national Thanksgiving to 
be promulgated after the adoption of 
the Constitution of the United States 
was vrritten by Washington and issued 
on October 3, 1789. 
This was a gen­ 
eral recommendation of thanksgiving 
for the establishment of the Constitu­ 
tion. The whereabouts of tho original 
of this instrunjent is finknown. 
Tho 
earliest Thanksgiving proclamatioa of 
Washington as president in the pos­ 
session of the department of state is 
one dated January 1, 1795, and was 
Issued in view of the suppression of 
the rebellion In western Pennsylvania, 
which for a lime threatened the safety 
of the union. 
This document was written by Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, secretary of the treas- 
ur3% and bears amendments by Ed- 
jnund Itandolph, secretary of state. 
The original copy is yellow and the 
ink is faded, but it Is yet legible. 
It 
is the engrossed copy which bears the 
great seal of the United States and the 
Higuatures of 'Washington and Ran­ 
dolph. 
TJie proclamation is as fol­ 
lows : 
♦‘When we review the calamities 
which aflllct so many other nations, 
the presMJit condition of the United 
States affords mud) of consolation and 
satisfaction. 
Our exemption hitherto 
from foreign war, an increasing pros­ 
pect of tlie continuance of that exemp­ 
tion, tJie great degree of internal tran­ 
quility we liavo enjoyed, the recent 
conflrmaiion of that tranquility by the 
suppression of an insurrection whicli 
so wantonly threatened It, the happy

lish liberty with order, for the preser­ 
vation of our peace, foreign and do­ 
mestic;

disorder in the suppression of the late 
insurrection,**

PUN TO STOP THE WASTE IN EGGS 
PARISIENNE’S LATEST FAD 


Poultry and Egg Shippers to Co> 
operate With the Food 
Administration. 


HOPE TD SAVE $50,000,000 


Shippers Who Purchase Eggs to Pay 
Only for Those Fit for Human 
Consumption— Prompt 
Chill- ^ 
Ing of Eggs Is Advocated. 


Washington. — New 
methods and 
pquipment 
to 
save 
the 
?r>0,000.(XK) 
worth of eggs wasted every year In 
this .country and make the poultry In- 
justry an eitectlve ally in the cause of 
food conservation w’ere discussed re- 
>ently at ft conference of representa- 
live poultry and egg shippers with the 
food administration. 
^'he conference was addressed by 
tho food administrator, G. II. Powell, 
nnd E. Hearty of his stait, and Dr. 
Mary Pennington of the United States 
food research laboratory, Philadelphia 
Dnd W. F. Priebe of the food adminis­ 
tration presided. 
The waste in eggs in 1014, according 
to the department of agriculture year­ 
book, cost 
the 
country ^$rA000,(H)0. 
This year It w’lll be fully as large; for 
although the s^ipply has gone down, 
prices 
have 
increased 
materially. 
Wasteful methods in handling poulti’y 
Ivere also exceedingly expensive. The 
food 
administration 
made practical 
suggestions to remedy conditions, all 
of which received the approval of the 
conference. 
Pay Only for Good Ones. 
It was reconmieiided that shippers 
who purchase eggs pay for only those 
iit for hun^.an consumption. 
The cus­ 
tom has been to buy eggs by the case, 
without 
candling 
before 
purchase. 
Candling Inter was almost always sure 
to show that a large percentage of 
the eggs were“bAd. 
To get his juoney 
back, the shipper then had to throw 
uway the bad eggs and raise his price, 
which was felt all along the line to the 
consumer. 


Chilling of eggs to 00 degrees Fahr­ 
enheit, or below, as soon after pur­ 
chase 
as 
possible, 
was 
advocated. 
Most eggs are fertile, and the life- 
germ 
will 
deteriorate 
fast 
If not 
chilled. 
Even in infertile eggs Ihe 
baclerlfil growth develops very soon. 
Wholesalers were urged to equip their 
plants with the latest cooling machin­ 
ery. 
All 
second-grade 
eggs, 
lieated, 
shrunken or cracked, should be mar­ 
keted as often nnd as near the source 
as possible. 
These are usually dessl- 
cated or frozen, and arc used by con­ 
fectioners and bakers. 
Before shipping, all eggs should be 
carefully rehandled and those badly 
‘‘checked**— that 
Is, 
with 
shells 
cracked—should be removed. Packing 
In standard cases is recommended, to 
prevent breakage. 
Eggs should be 
gathered by farmers dally and market­ 
ed at least twice a week. 
Cause of Many Scandals. 
The practice of selling poultry with 
feed, sand or gravel in their crops, 
which is paid for by weight with the 
bird, is discouraged. "This crafty de­ 
vice has caused many scandals in the 
Industry, and several municipal Inves­ 
tigations, notably one in New York. 
Dressed poultry should be sold with 
the crop entirely empty. 
All birds 
should be kept in sanitary coops and 
yards, and as soon as dressed should 
be chilled ta 40 degrees, or lower, to 
prevent bacterial growth. 
The conference passed resolutions of 
support for the whole food administra­ 
tion program. Including federal license 
for dealers.

RED 
CROSS 


Officers Directed to Trace Source of 
Pro-German Propaganda.— Spread 
False Stories. 


Washington.—Pro-German propagan­ 
da, 
which 
has 
long 
busied 
itself 
ngalnst the government of the United 
States, has at last attacked the Red 
Cross so nearly in the open that Gen­ 
eral Manager Harvey D. Gibson has 
semt a telegram to all division mana­ 
gers in the United States to report to 
him the source of every attack. 
“ Kumors and innuendoes critical of 
and calculatcil to embarrass the Red 
Cross are being Industriously circulat­ 
ed as part of an unpatriotic propa­ 
ganda,” wired Mr. Gibson. “ Many sto­ 
ries, utterly unwarranted In fact, ema­ 
nate simultaneously from too many 
fiarts of the country to be merely ac­ 
cidental.” 
Mr. Gibson intimates that the source 
of the propaganda will be found. 
He 
Bays: 
“ Every criticism or innuendo against 
the Red Cross should be immediately 
challenged and followed up.** 
The stories are of many kinds. One 
is that the Red Cross sells and keeps 
Ihe money for sweaters and other ar­ 
ticles given for the soldiers. Another 
Is that nearly all money contributed 
goes for expenses and salaries.** 
Of course the stories are maliciously 
untrue. 
As Mr. Gibson says: 
“ The Red Cress is run as an open 
oook. It has no secrets. It is making 
'1 sincere effort to serve mankind, and 
Is doing it as carefully and econom­ 
ically as it knows how. The utmost ef­ 
fort is being made to give publicitj^ 
to all its activities.'*

The following is an extract from a let­ 
ter written by n. Williams boy two 
weeks ago, who went over with his col­ 
lege unit to {Irive an ambulance at the 
front : 
The last six weeks we have been 
serving In the Verdun sector with our 
base at Biercourt, which is eight miles 
from the town of Verdun. 
There are 
two front posts for the ambulances 
Mort Homme hill and H ill 804, which 
have figured In the news of the new 
battle of Verdun. 
For two weeks the 
French were preparing for the attack, 
and the roads were only passable at 
night. The 
communication 
trenches 
were awful to get through, and were 
made worse by the heavy rains. 
One 
night last week two of the boys got 
lost in the darkness and could not find 
their way with their ambulance to the 
post.. Finally they lighted two dark 
objects, which resembled French sol­ 
diers walking along with their big 
overcoats on. 
After jabbering their 
peculiar brand of French for 15 min­ 
utes without receiving any reply the 
lost ambulance drivers discovered that 
the dark moving objects were two 
American 
array 
mules, 
imable 
to 
speak or imderstand a word of French. 
Hit While Helping Wounded. 
“Two 
of 
our chaps 
were 
badly 
wounded at one of the first-aid stations 
while helping to load wounded men 
into the ambulance. 
One was blown 
right through the door of the shelter 
hut and was discovered lying uncon­ 
scious beside three dead French sòl-' 
diers. The boys who got them out had 
to go through a gas attack and a bar­ 
rage fire. 
Two of them—each ambu- 


lance has two drivers—had no time to 
get masks and were Very sick after 
It was over, but they were going so 
fast that there were no fatal results 
from the gas. 
“ ‘Mac,* one of our fraternity, lias 
been wounded In eight places^ 
He 
lost his right leg and two fingers, while 
his companion, ‘Vet,* will have a stlfC 
leg all his life from the effects of his 
wounds. They have both got the W ar 
Cross and military medals. 
^‘The worst experience of all hap­ 
pened to two of our college boys—Jim 
Alexander and Taffy Young. 
W hile 
they were driving along a road lined 
with batteries, which the Germans 
were trying to locate, with a wounded 
man lying in the ambulance, a shell 
burst right beside them. 
“Just before that the wounded man 
sat up and asked for a cigarette, and 
the shrapnel passed through the car 
where his head had been resting a few 
seconds before and struck the stretch­ 
er bearer, w^ho was looking out to see 
where we were. 
Ho died that after­ 
noon. 
Had Jim not ducked he would 
have lost a leg, and if Taffy had 
ducked he would have been badly 
wounded. The ambulance was shot to 
pieces by the shell, and they had to 
hold up the dying man for three hours 
until assistance came. During the at­ 
tack we had about twenty-four hours 
sleep out of 184 hours, which was a 
fair average for all the ambulance 
drivers in our sector. During the Ger­ 
man air raids one shell burst within 
twenty-five feet of our camp at Bier­ 
court at midnight. The roads are near­ 
ly impassable now for automobiles. W e 
have been treated very nicely by the 
French colonel In command of tlie 
brauch depot, who feasted our unit 
with champagne, cakes and cigars, and 
has given us seats for all the shows 
gotten up by the French soldiers. 
Volunteer Spirit Gone. 
“ Several colonels and majors of the 
American Red Cross have visited us to 
see w^hat wo are going to do now. 
They all admitted that we could do 
more for our country by enlisting in 
the regular army In Paris. 
This Is. 
for all the able-bodied men In the an: 
bulance service. 
We were Qsked t 
enlist, if we preferred. In the ambu­ 
lance service for the duration of the 
war, but it would not be the same* 
Most of tlie boys declined, and we ar« 
going to Paris to join up, including my­ 
self. 
The old volunteer spirit In th« 
ambulance .corps h^s gone forever~jw> 
now for the United States artillery or 
air service in search of adventure,**
